Pat and Clive returned to work 
at Altona on the Wednesday 
afternoon after mopping up. 

Pat, who is single, lives in 
Parker Street, Williamstown, and 
has been with the Altona Petro- 
Chemical Company for eight 
years. Clive lives at the Corpus 
Christie College, Werribee and 
is married with a 10-year-old 
son. He has been in Australia 
for almost two years, the last 
six months with the company. 


In addition to sending the fire

“One farmer got out so quick- 
ly he even left his dogs chained 
in the yard. Fortunately, his 
house was untouched but his 
neighbour was not so lucky. We 
had saved the neighbour’s farm 
and moved up the road to pro- 
tect the hastily vacated house. 
No sooner had we moved than 
the flames ‘were biown back and 
quickly destroyed the first prop~ 
erty.” 


Pat, who had fought a num- 
ber of fires in Western Australia, 
his homp State, described the 
fires as “horrifying.” 

“You could hear the flames 
roaring over, the hills long be- 
fore it arrived: it sounded like 
an army of tanks,” he said, 
‘and the smoke was so thick 
you could only see the sun as 
a round red ball in the black- 
ness. At times the fire was 
rushing through the tree tops, 
getting ahead of the fire fighters
